2.  Unless  contrary  orders  are  given,  forwarding-  and  only  marine  insurance 
will  be  provided  for  at  purchaser's  costs,  without  any  responsibility  for  the 
seller. 

3.  Costs  of  cases  and  packing,  together  with  freight-,  forwarding-,  insurance 
charges  and  duty  will  be  collected  on  delivery. 

4.  All  accounts  are  strictly  due  three  months  after  date  of  invoice;  3  pet. 
discount  is  allowed  for  payments  within  30  days  after  date  of  invoice.  On 
overdue  accounts  6  pet,  interest  per  annum  will  be  charged,  together  with 
the  collection  expenses. 

5.  Complaints  and  claims  about  the  quality  of  the  goods  cannot  be  entertained, 
unless  made  immediately  upon  receipt  of  same.  If  the  goods  are  damaged 
the  claim  must  be  accompanied  with  a  Lloyd's  affidavit  stating  all  particulars. 

6.  No  warranty  express  or  implied  will  be  given  and  the  seller  will  not  be  in 
any  way  responsible  for  the  results  of  planting  or  forcing  of  any  bulbs  and 
roots  delivered, 

7.  If  at  the  time  of  shipment  any  account  payable  by  the  buyer  to  any  person 
or  to  members  of  the  Holland  Bulb  Exporters'  Association  be  overdue,  or 
the  financial  standing  of  the  buyer  does  not  appear  satisfactory  to  the 
seller,  the  seller  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  any  part  or  all  of  this  order, 
without  stating  his  reasons  for  doing  so,  nor  shall  the  buyer  have  any  redress 
whatsoever  for  any  damages  which  he  may  sustain  through  this  action  on 
the  part  of  the  seller. 

8.  Cancellation  of  orders  or  part  of  same  will  only  be  accepted  when  buyer 
agrees  to  pay  seller  his  loss  of  profit,  in  no  case  less  than  20  pet,  of  the 
amount  cancelled;  alterations  may  be  allowed  if  both  parties  agree.

Special  method  to  grow  Darwin  Tulips. 

Darwin  Tulips  are  also  splendidly  suitable  for  growing  in  cool  greenhouses  or 
under  so  called  ,,cold  glass”.  The  bulbs  can  be  planted  in  the  open  ground  in  the 
houses  or  frames,  or  in  beds  in  the  open  field,  and  the  frames  can  be  built  over 
the  beds  later.  The  Tulips  are  coming  into  bloom  gradually  after  the  earlier  forced 
Darwins  are  gone,  and  can  be  cut  according  to  necessity. 

It  seems  to  us  that  this  manner  of  growing  Darwin  Tulips  is  not  so  generally 
known  yet  and  we  recommend  our  friends  to  take  a  trial  with  this  method.

The  Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  England  adopted  a  revised  classification 
of  the  Daffodils,  which,  in  the  main,  is  followed  in  our  list.  According  to  the  new 
arrangement  the  following  divisions  are  recognized:
